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A great writer sjiys: — Gold will al- 
ways find a market. Mankind have 
never yet been alilo to devisn a means 
or material of f;eiii'ral or universal iic- 
ceptaiK'C as niouey save i;oIil and silver; 
nor is there any visible probability of 
^these metals being superseded as cur- 
rency, at least in the international pay- 
ments of commerce. Gold and .silver 
are at ])re.sent as indispensable to in- 
ternational coiiniu'i'ce as breiiil is to 
life." Every one l)elie\ es that stale- 
nient to be true, for no one can con- 
ceive of the world liaving too much 
bread. So it would be dillicult, as a 
practical matter, to conceive of the 
world lia\ iiig tuu much of the inatei-ial 
which chiefly constitutes money, Just 
aa broad, the stafl' of life, is the ch ef 
constituent of food. Moreover, food 
in every form is perishable, whereas 
gold is the n»ost enduring of all sub- 
stances] hence were there to happen a 
plethora of gold, as in a few i)laees 
tliern may be a jiletiiora of wheat, ijold 
has this advantage — that while food 
when temporarily superabundant per- 
ishes, the precious metal remains and 
comes into use when the temporary 
ceusatiou of demand has passed. Also, 
being neither perishabh? nor bulk" , 
gold is readily transferable to where- 
over it i.s wanted. In short, iiiuler the 
existing circunistances of civilization 
gold is always sure of finding a market. 
The production of a commodity which 
has the whole world for a market is 
not easily sujjpressed: and tiiere can be 
no doubt; that mines, if remaining pro- 
ductive, would continue to lie worked 
long after the j)rccious ore had vastly 
dnclinetl in value. At the iiresent 
time, after thirty years experience of 
the new gold mines discaveret' in Cali- 
fornia and Australia, and who i prices 
stand at an unusually low level, no 
one thinks of reviving the gloomy calcu- 
lations w hich were current at the onset 
of the gold iliscovei'ies nr of ri'iu'iiting 
the jireilictiou of social disaster so viv- 
idly pictured by a great French staU's- 
inan in 1858. But it is a fact far too 
little noticed that State poiicv or legis 
lation is constantly in one part of the 
world or another making revolution 
ary reductiotis in the value of money 
more serious than any which are to l;o 
apprehended from the operations of 
Nature. It is the suddenness of any 
fall in monetary value which consti- 
tutes the oidy bad etl'ect of such a 
cluinge; for if the change takes ])lace 
gradually, the moneyed class who 
would be aftected by it have time to 
make alterations in their investments 
whereby the difficulty or hardship may- 
be obviated. But whether as regards 
suddenness or extent, or frccpiency of 
occurrence, no cliange in the value of 
money produced by an increased sup- 
ply of the precious metals has equalled, 
or is ever likely to equal^ those mone- 
tary revolutions which State policy is 
constantly producing even in some of 
the leading countries of the world. Wo 
need not go back to the inemoriible is- 
sue of assignats by the Revolutionary 
Government of France at the end of 
the last century, which ])roducerl the 
most tremendous revolution in the val- 
ue of monej' ever recorded in history — 
the assignats falling in 1796 to oidy a 
thousandth jiarl of their original and 
nominal value. The present genem- 
tion have witnessed a remarkable revo- 
lution of a similar kinil during the re- 
cent civil war in the I'nited States 
when the greenback or State paper 
money fell to little more than one-third 
of its original %'alue; and it is only 
now, after the lapse of sixteen years 
that the currency of the I'nited States 
has' gradually regained its old and or- 
dinary value. .Moreover, the same

ment, anil he did not therefore feel it 
nece.ssary, particularly at this late 
period of tho session, to oe. iipy any 
great length of lime. II.- . nti-ri-.l into

wav undertaking, n-marking that they 
hail believed it to liiivo been .-i iiiiic-h 
easier work that it had since proved to 
be.

cessors. Tbis was right and proper, 
provided the Oovernmcnt was in a 



carry the line south of the lake, and 
through a section which would afford a 
better basis for the sale of land than 
had hitherto been obtained.

But 
tlie\ had not at-ri\-eil at thatconclusion; • 
tliev had milv arrived at the conclusion j 
stated in tliesi> re.soluticiiis, \-i/., that j 
the locution of the route to Burrard | 
Inlet was premature. Had ho been 
in the position of the late Oovornrnent, 
and subjected to that an.xious jiressure 
from British Columbia to which they 
had been subjea'ted, he was not ])re])ar- 
ed to say that he would not have 
adopted the route they had adopted. 
What he did blatne them for, and what 
he blamed his predecessor for, was that 
when his right hon. friend at tho head 
of the (.iovernmeiil and himself two 
years ago had urged hiin to expend 
that season in a thorough examination 
of t he e-ouiitry lying to the north of 
Fort George and in the region of the 
Pine and Peace River passes he did 
not think ])ro])er to adopt that sugges- 
tion, lie did not intend to go into 
aiiv tec-hiiic-al discpiisitioti, because the 
ri-ports prescuited to the House w-ould 
give ini'ormation of that kind more ac 
c urately and in greater detail than Im 
could. There were practically three 
routes for their consideration — those 
terminating respectively at Burrard 
Inlet, Bute Inlet and WaiMington 
Harbor, or Fort .Simpson to tho north. 
He left out of consideration perhaps 
the best lineof all — that to tho Skeena, 
because navigation was there obstruct- 
lul by an archipelago, aa well as by ice 
in winte-r. There was no doubt that 
Burrard Inlet ha.l many advantages 
over Ihite Inlet. 
.Mr. TliiiiHter - No. 

-Mr. Tiipper said he legarded Bur- 
rard Inlet as having tho advantage 
over Bute Inlet of distance. It was 
Ty~ miles the shorter of the two, and 
when they re.u-licel Burrard Inlet they 
were only SO miles from Victoria or 
Escpiiuialt, ami there was !)0 miles or 
nicji-e of further ii;ivigation from Port 
•Moodv at Burrard Inlet than to Wad- 
dingtoii Harbor at Bute Inlet. He 
was free to admit, too, that in ])oiiit 
of grading liurrard Inlet, so far as 
their information w-ent, hail the ad- 
vantage. It would be diliicult to ob- 
tain gracJings to Bute Inlet of less 
than 100 feet to the mile, whereas 
those to Burrard Inlet did not exceed 
."I'J to tho mile. 

'Mr. lle-Cosiiios asked what about 
etirvature. 

Mr. Tiipp.-r s.ti.l hi> was instruetetl 
that tiie-)-e was no sc-rious curvature to 
intc-rf.-i-e wit ll the const ruction of the-- 
line to Burrard lulet. There was a 
considerable section in the region of 
Kainloops of fine wheat-growing coun 
trv that would be immediately served 
by tho construction of the 125 iniU-s 
in British Columbia, which hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite liad jiroposed. While 
he. admitted fh;it Burrard Inlet jios- 
sessed these ad V, Ullages he could not 
conceal from himself the> fact that 
there were very grave objections 
agaiiisl it. I''iu- instjinee, the constrne 
tioii of tin- line to Burrard Inlet in- 
vol\i-cl tin- p-issage of the island of 
San .1 nan, and looking to this as a 
great national work he regarded it as ,1 
ve-rv serious objection that the t^anada 
Pacific Railway would be under flu! 
control of a fortificntiim on that island. 
He could not but regard it also as a 
.-;erious I .bjc-c-t ic 111 to iiurrard Inlet, 
that tb'.-y wouici run the railway to a 
point where it would be ea.sy for our 
American friends to run a line of 
about 50 or GO miles in length and 
carry their terminus to Holmes' Har- 
bor, which was known to be the ter- 
[ minus of tin- Northern Pacific Railway. 
And besides military objections to thi.s 
route, the efl'ect would be lo carry 
the trade and business of (/'anrila 
clown to San h'rancisco. It was not 
desirable to see Portland the terminus 
of the Canadian trade on one hand, and 
Iloline-s' Harljor on the other, and we 
c night not to r.Nposc ourselves to such 
a ccjiit iiigenc-v as that. But the ijues- 
tion of trallii- was one of still greater 
importance. It was better to exjiend 
monev in eoti.struetion of even a longer 
line, ai..l one with morn severe grades, 
I than lo i-onstruet a line where much of 
, the traflic of the road would be lost. 
The great clillii-ulty that presented it- 
self to his mind wa.s that of distance, 
for no line that could be found from 
(he Pacitic; c-oast until they reached 
the country that could be looked to 
with any confidence as likely to furn- 
^ isli traflic upon which the Pacific Rail- 
way could be sustained. He regretted 
] that lion, gentlemen opposite two years 
I ago did not have a thorough explora- 
tion made of the Pine and Peace

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Mr. Tupper said that althcjugh form- 
erly the ^lacdouald Uoverniiient had 
incurre-d a limited liability by oH'cring 
thirty millions in money and fifty 
million acres of land, it was guarded 
by the declaration that the work 
should be aeicoinplished by the agency 
of a private; company on their own re- 
spon.sil.iility and risk. The late dov- 
criinient had entere.l into a binding 
obligation to build the road in thirteen 
or fourteen years -i^ iilniut 
tion whatever. This was the ground 
which lie h.-id for c-lainiing the aid, as- 
sistance, and eo-ojieration of hon.

of fertility and grain-bearing cpialitios 
with any land on the face of the globe. 
They therefore believed they were justiti- 
eel in ex|iecting that by a wise arrange- 
ment and utilization of ilic country they 
might make it to a largo extent sustain 
and support the construction of tho Can- 
ada Pacilio Railway without imposing at 
all events a very largo additional burden 
to that already incurred by the people of 
tlie country in conneciioii v.'ith lliis v.ork. 
A great step hail been taken by measures 
now in operation, and covered ly this ex- 
penditure, for opening up and giving ac- 
cess to that country. 'I'hey proposed to 
obtain assistance from the Imperial Uov- 
erninent in rapidly tilling u)) ihc country 
w-ith an industrious population, which 
wc)uld lie a source of wealth auel a .;..uiul, 
substantial basis f-ir the construction of 
the railway. He ailuclod to Lord Derby's 
statement with regard to tho distress in 
England, to his looking forward to ,a well- 
devised system of eniigratlun from the 
British Islands as the only s;ibst;intial 
means of atfording relief to thiit over-pop- 
ulated and siifl'cring country, and ;uldoil 
that Canada was in a position to say to 
tho mother country, that they had here 
in common with ourselves means of pro 
viding homes for the surplus of 
population, and labor for these people on 
on this great national highway. This 
would give reiiuinorativo employment, 
and remove the enforced idleness which 
now existed in England, and at the samo 
time developo on this continent a great 
British pcjwer, They would present rea- 
sons to the Imperial 1 1. .ver.iiiient which 
would not be regarded with indill'erence. 
It had long been the b.-i^l ■ f every Brit 
ish subject tlntu ■evlieiievci- a slave lonehetl 
British soil he was at once free, and wo 
had tho greater pride in Canada of know- 
ing that the moment the foot of the most 
discontented subjoet of Groat Britain 
touched our soil all their discontent dis- 
content disai)peared. Wo had a bcjund- 
less field for cultivation and successful 
omployment, and under such circum- 
stances the most discontented became 
moat loyal to tho Crown. It was the 
pride and boast of Canada to-day, that 



that while to-day they might dif- 
fer on qttcslions of iiolitics and 
fiscal policy — and hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site represented a party mtinitely greater 
in numbers and importance than their 
present relative numbers in tho House 
wouid indicate — thoy were all agreed on 
the great question of being proud of our 
British institutions and of being unani- 
mously determined to uphold them. 
(-'Vpplause.) We could not only thin the 
over-population of the British Islands, 
but wo could also obtain Frenchmen 
from Franco and Germans frcmi Cieniiany. 
Mr. Mills--. \nd Turks frcuii Turkey. 
Mr. TuiJjier stated that Canadians had 
largely shown a determination to s[.ring 
to tho defence of tho Empire in any part 
of the world, and under such circum- 
stances ho thought tlmt tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment could not look with indiirerence 
on a pre. position and scheme which wo'.dd 
provide homes ami occupation for the 
poiiulation of the overcrowded districts of 
Europe, and prevent a transfer of British 
emigrants to another country, where they 
would promote its commercial prosperity 
and increase ihe power and strength of a 
country which might at any time act | Tpp.'^FS JS^ f.
